Editorial Comment and Opinion 
Grain Dealers Back in Business 


Nebraskans are about to get a firsthand 


look at the process of getting the federal 
government out of competition with private 
business. At present it is difficult to pre- 
dict the outcome. But it should prove an 
Interesting 
demonstration of 
what 
the 


Eisenhower administration is up against in 
reversing the philosophy of government's 
place in business. 


The case involved is that of placing 14 


million bushels of government-owned Ne- 
braska corn on the market. Contrary 1o 
practice, the corn will be sold only through 
established grain dealers, previously when 
the Commodity Credit Corporation dis- 
posed of some of its stocks of old corn, the 
grain was up for sale to anyone. Much of 
it was bought by cattle feeders and other 
corn users. 


This, charged the grain dealers with some 


justification, squeezed 
them 
out 
of the 


transaction. It forced the private operators 
to compete with the federal government in 
the sale of corn. The change in marketing 
policy was aimed at correcting this situa- 
tion. It puts the grain dealer back in the 
business of supplying corn 1o consumers. 


Seemingly such a move would be widely 


accepted. It reflects a national policy which 
itself is a reflection of the desires of a 
majority of the people as expressed at the 
polls in No\ ember, 1052. 


But immediately a protest was registered 


from cattle feeders of the state. They no 
longer can buy corn at "wholesale" prices 


at government bin sites. The price they 
will pay for corn now will include a profit 
(limited by the government to three cents 
a bushel) for the grain dealers. Actually, the 
feeders stand to get the corn at a lower 
price than they paid before. The figure at 
which corn will be sold by the government 
rtow will be governed by market price rather 
than by the higher support price as in the 
past. 


But this fact, which might well work to 


the feeders' advantage, is likely to bring 
complaints from another quarter: the cash 
corn producer. It is possible that disposal 
of large amounts of government corn at 
market price could have a depressing effect 
on the market. This would result in the corn 
farmer who is not under the government 
support program taking a lower price. 


The situation could well lead agriculture 


officials to ask: how can you win? 


However, the state Agricultural Stabiliza- 


tion and Conservation committee can be 
commended on its efforts to devise a policy 
which seemingly carries out the wishes of 
a majority of voters. It is to be hoped that 
the plan will be given at least a fair chance 
to \vork.

both, honor and rejection, 
victory and defeat. He sat 


with the 
mighty when men fawned on 


him, and he had his Jonely hours. But he 
took both "with an equanimity which inured 
him against VIP-itis, on the one hand, and 
against frustration and surrender of his ob- 
jectives, on the other. This was because he 
was honest enough to admit to himself that 
the power and much of the glory of polit- 
ical life are inherent in the office, not the 
man; and to face the reality also that de- 
feat is as inherent as victory in the polit-' 
ical battle. He won the governorship after 
three defeats, and the senatorship after one. 
His defeat for the Senate gave him the 
chance to do his greatest piece of work, in 
Greece.

I recall being with him in a Chicago hotel- 


room at the 1944 Republican national con- 
vention, when he had placed Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey's name in nomination for the 
presidency, and had himself been sounded 
out as a possible running mate for Dewey. 
He was pleased with the thought of this 
honor from his party, hut it didn't turn his 
head; and when he didn't get the nod he 
showed no sign of disappointment.

This same refusal to be unduly impressed 
with himself served him and America well 
in Greece citadel of democracy, where he 
shunned the trappings and pomp that could 
have smothered a dispenser of U.S. largesse 
and protection, and dealt with the Greeks 
as one democrat to another. He was hon- 
est enough to know that it was the wealth 
and might of the United States of America, 
not of the citizen from Gordon, Neb., before 
which men bowed and scraped; and he 
tailored his conduct accordingly.

After he was elected to the U.S. Senate, 


this same characteristic candor prompted 
him to write in the New York Times Maga- 
zine that a desire to he "in on things1'' is a 
dominant reason why men run for high 
public office. He did not claim any special 
mandate from on high to save the people, 
but merely suggested that "it is the un 
known in the future that makes life attrac- 
tive and all of us are intrigued by the pos- 
sibility that we may have the opportunity 
to gain a little more insight and have a lit- 
tle more influence than somebody else."

This was Dwight Griswold when the tide 


of affairs was with him. He was no different 
tinder opposite circumstances. On the day 
that he stepped out as governor after six 
years in that office, he called me up for 
lunqh. As far as anyone then could tell, he 
was not only a has-been but an also-ran. 
Griswold had suffered a smashing defeat at 
the hands of Hugh Butler in the contest for 
the senatorial nomination; and all eyes at 
the Statehouse were on the new governor. 
The outgoing governor walked alone to the 
Lincoln Hotel and there, uncrushed, undis- 
mayed by the fact—which he faced—that as 
of then his political fortunes were at their 
lowest ebb, discussed calmly over lunch 
ways in which he might continue to be of 
use.

By midnight, they were headed 


toward the Azores and home. 
During the flight, Dulles worked 
on a magazine article, dictated 
letters to his secretary, pored 
over official papers, and con- 
ferred with his aides.

TJ.S. military officials there had 
been alerted, via phone from the 
plane, to have an ample number 
of bathing trunks ready.

BUT NEITHER swimming, a 


healthy appetite, moderate hab- 
its nor the ability to sleep with- 
out worry (except for some re- 
portedly restless moments over 
the current Indo-China crisis) 
seems quite enough to explain 
the secretary's rugged ability to 
keep up the pace. 
His sister, who is a German ex- 


pert in the department, has a 
plausible theory. 
"Any normally healthy person 


who likes what he's doing, knows 
what he is aiming for, and be- 
lieves he's on the right track, 
gets a lot of mental and physical 
satisfaction out of his work," she 
observes. 


This explanation also appeals 


to some of his aides, who have 
been close to him during the 
90,000 odd miles he has traveled 
since taking office, including in 
his itinerary Japan, Korea, the 
Middle East and as far east as 
India. 


One of them states it this way: 
"Remember that the secretary • 


is keenly aware of the tradition 
of diplomacy in his family. 
He 


is sensitive to the fact that his 
grandfather John Foster and his

secretaries of state. 


"He has trained himself, in a 


way, 
for the job. And he must 


get some inner strength from the 
work he puts into it now." 


WHETHER* THESE explana- 


tions suffice are for the secre- 
tary's doctors to say. But when 
he has had time for a doctor is 
something of a puzzle for his 
colleagues.

In March 1951, my husband, John Urlch, 


, was summoned 
to 
St. Paul's 
Lutheran 


Church in. New York City on a six months 
trial basis. Not many ministers go through 
a trial period before they are called. But 
it was different for John 
and me. 


We are both blind. So 


we were really on trial. 


Before we faced 
the 


challenge, we looked at 
the whole situation as we 
always do when we have 
to make a turn in the 
road. 


Now, how can sightless 


people look at anything? 
I'll tell you how: For the 
blind, or the seeing, there 
is always an inner light, 
Urich 


if they wanj to look for it. It's the luminous 
hand of God pointing the way. 


Anyway, John and I looked at the whole 


situation. 


"Work to Do" 


"No congregation is going to call a blind 


pastor just because he is able to make it 
to and from the pulpit on Sunday morning,' 
John said. "We nave work to do." 


We got busy at once. John organized a 


Church Cabinet of people representing all 
the varied activities of the congregation. It 
gave a focus and a sense of direction to 
everything the church .did. 


John began by perking up the teen-age 


group and the young adults, and 1 organized 
a young girls' choir, began playing piano 
lor the kindergarten, and organ for Sunday 
School. 


Things were often bleak for us back 


there at the beginning. John is now 37. When 
I remind him that I'm a year and a half 
older, he says, "Well, that makes you the 
boss." 


Met at School 


We met at the Kansas State School for the 


Blind, and were married when John was 
a senior and I a junior at the University 
of Kansas. 


There wasn't enough money for both of 


us to attend school. I knew I could cook and 
iron without that B.A., so I settled for the 
MRS. 
degree. I earned some extra money 


ironing shirts. John and I earned a bit more 
singing and playing our songs at club meet- 
ings and churches. We learned early not to 
worry. We knew God was on our side. 


After John graduated from the Univer- 


sity, we went to Washington where he got 
a job as a dictaphone operator. He worked 
at it lor four years, and his work was al- 
ways so perfect no one ever had to do 
any erasing. 


One day John told his pastor of his secret 
desire to be a minister. Dr. Oscar Black- 
welder hesitated for less than a second and 
said: "John, I know you can." 


No Text Books 


A year later my husband entered the 


Lutheran Theological Seminary at Phila- 
delphia. Because .there were no text books 
in Braille at the' Seminary, John collected 
volunteers to read the regular textbooks to 
him. Often they studied long into the night, 
and I'd make 
the 
coffee 
for 
them. At 


gradution in 1950, John was eighth in the 
entire student body. 


For nine months after graduation John 


was a substitute for pastors who were 111. 
He did very well, but everyone was doubt- 
ful about a blind minister. Then John was 
given his six months trial . . . 


Grace and St. Paul's is an old church, 


one of the oldest in New York. Though it 
has 400 members, only one third of them 
live in Manhattan. The rest are still loyal 
members, but they've moved to outlying 
sections of the city, and across the river 
into New Jersey. 
John began 
visiting them, when they 


were in need, whether he was summoned 
or not. Bonnie, our seeing-eye dog, always 
goes with him. They travel by subway, bus 
and ferry to reach his scattered flock. 


Communion a Problem 


John carefully rehearsed all phases of 


his church service. Handling Communion, 
fit example, loomed as a very difficult prob- 
lem since he would have to serve the wine 
cups and bread on a precision basis. 


Then, thank God, one of the congregation 


came up with an idea. Inside the Com- 
munion rail, a cord was tacked to the floor, 
pegs placed on the cord in the exact posi- 
tions where members of . the congregation 
would be kneeling. By moving his foot along 
the cord and touching the pegs, John knew 
exactly where to stop. On his first Com- 
munion Sunday John didn't spill a drop, 


Soon teen-agers and young adults started 


to invite us to their events. Sometimes it 
•would be a dinner or a play, or baseball, 
which is John's first love in sporls. He's a 
Giant fan. 


For throe mornings a week, John was 


supplied a secretary, who read the mail, 
and then John answered it. She filled out the 
certificates for weddings, baptisms, and fu- 
nerals and John arranged his schedule for 
them. 


Finally, the six months trial period was 


up, and Hans Classen, president 
of our 


church, called John to a general meeting. I 
shall never forget that night. 


Tears of Thanks 


Hans Classen stood up and his voice trang 


clear and certain across the crowded room. 
"John Urich, we are proud to call you as 
our permanent pastor." 


I could sense John turning pale. After- 


wards friends confirmed that he really did. 
I heard him swallow hard and ask for a 
glass of water. 


"Well, do you 
accept?" 
the 
president 


asked with a smile in his voice. 


"From the bottom of our hearts, Mrs. 


Urich and I thank you," John said. "I ac- 
cept." 


"Thank you, dear God," I whispered, and 


I felt the tears of thanks roll down my 
cheeks. We learned later the vote had been 
unanimous.

When we got home that night, I sat right 


down at the piano and played: "God Bless 
This House," and John sang it. Then he 
added, "And God Bless Our Church." 


If the congregation had anj' doubts dur- 


ing the trial period, they were gone. They 
knew that John needed no seeing-eye dog 
to lead them in God's way.

per provisions for such pay-I 
ments.

As a result, 25,000 shares ofl 


Morgan stock had to be sold on I 
an unwilling m a r k e t . The! 
shares sold off $50 each. Need-l 
less losses of more than a mil-| 
lion dollars were taken because 
of the inadequacies of his will. 


Of 
course, 
the 
bargain hunters 
who 


picked up the shares rejoiced over this sit- 
uation. Moreover, they are constantly hoping 
that other persons \vill leave bad wills 
'so that more bargains \vill come into the 
market.

A STRANGE PSYCHOLOGY settles down 


on many well-to-do people. They often be- 
come suspicious, at the age of 60 or 70, of 
anyone who in all sincerity offers sugges- 
tions aimed at conserving estates in these 
high-tax days. Pride and arrogance are fre- 
quently written into wills to the detriment 
of everybody concerned. 


It is not uncommon for a wealthy man to 


die insolvent. How can that be? 


Well, the tax man is a cruel master. He 


may say that non-liquid assets are worth 
a million dollars when they .can't be sold 
fqr half that. And in wills there may be 
clauses giving away far more money than 
can be realized by selling: the estate's assets. 


So, by the time the tax collector has been 


paid and other just debts settled, there may 
riot be enough money to go around. Many 
persons die every year leaving Wills with 
provisions that can't possibly be carried out. 


When 
the 
average 
well-to-do 
person 


reaches the age of 70, he should have a 
careful inventory of all his assets made 
periodicaly. Then he should call in a tax 
expert who will advise him of the claims 
against his estate, should anything happen 
to him.

WITH SUCH KNOWLEDGE at hand, he 


should see to it that ample liquid assets are 
in his estate to pay all tax claims and such 
cash bequests as are included in his will. 
Many people at 50 know that they -will die 
well-to-do. That is a good time to take out 
a sizable insurance policy to cover tax 
costs. 


For 20 years I have kept in my files 


newspaper records of wealthy people who 
have left insolvent estates. It is incredible. 
A millionaire can become very stubborn. lie 
knows IIK is wealthy. And his wealth causes 
him occasionally to flaunt all laws directed 
against his riches. So he does, leaving a 
poorly planned will.

LIQUIDITY is a mighty word to hun- 


dreds of Americans. That means that all 
persons leaving wealth and property should 
see to it that readily marketable values that 
will bring one hundred cents on the dollar 
be resident in an estate. 


It is far better for a man of 70 to sell an 


unmarketable value for a fair price than 
it is for a executor to sell it at auction years 
later. These, are brutal truths, but they 
need to be said to thousands of people. 


Thomas W. Lamont should have left Mor- 


gan shares and not dollars to his bene- 
ficiaries. Had this been done, the recipients 
of his generosity would have been richly 
rewarded and the executors would have 
saved the estate hundreds of thousands of 
dollars.

Much Winter Wheat 


Southwest, Some Central Areas 
Find Crop Conditions Poor 


Abandonment of winter wheat 
will be "quite severe" in Dundy. 
Hitchcock, Red 'Willow, Hayes 
and Frontier Counties, the State- 
Federal Crop Reporting Service 
said. 


The Nebraska crop report said 
there also will be "heavy" aban- 
donment of wheat in the central 
counties. 


The April 1 condition of wheat 
showed an expected crop of 63,- 
274,000 bushels, or 17 bushels 
per acre—a drop of two bushels 
from the Dec. 1 estimate. 


The 
State-Federal 
Division 
of Agricultural Statistics said 
wheat was planted under rather 
favorable conditions in the Pan- 
handle last fall, but elsewhere 
conditions were mostly dry. Ex- 
cept for the Panhandle, growth 
was uneven last fall. Most of the 
crop entered the dormant stage 
in poor condition and with dry 
top soil. 


The division said the winter 
was open, comparatively little 
moisture was received, and high 
winds caused considerable dam- 
age.to fields in the west. 


IN THE PANHA'NDLE heavy 
snow the last of March contrib- 
uted materially to top soil mois- 
ture and there is enough in the 
subsoil to carry the ciop for 
some time. 
Elsewhere in the state, mois- 
ture is needed to keep the crop 
growing, and prospects for pro- 
duction such as last year "can 
hardly be realized this summer" 
in eastern Nebraska. 
Farm 
stocks 
of 
corn 
are 
slightly higher than the 10-year 
1943-52 average of 103,804,000 
bushels. 
• Farm stocks on April 1 totaled 
108,017,000 
bushels, 
compared 
with 129,599,000 a year earlier. 


"DISAPPEARANCE during the 


past quarter of 49,098,000 bush- 
els is 12 million bushels below 
that of the same quarter last 
year -which indicates less feeding 
of livestock, particularly hogs, 
the main consuming animal of 
cqrn," the division said. 


Farm stocks of wheat totaled 
24,934,000 bushels, and except 
for April 1, 1943, are highest of 
record for this date. Movement 
from farm to market has been 
comparatively rapid in the west- 
ern part of. Nebraska where'the 
wheat has a high milling quality. 


Oat stocks of 15,093,000 bush- 
els are the lowest for an April 1 
since 1944.

THE CUSTER DISTRICT said 
its position is that the 817,600.000 
bond issue of the Loup River Pub- 
lic Power District has been issued 
without the prior approval of the 
membership co-operatives, or the 
rural users of the district. 


The proceeds from the bond 
issue will go for the construction 
of a steam generating plant near 
Beatrice under a proposal sub- 
mitted by NPPS. 


The bond issue was awarded 
recently to a lone bidder in Chi- 
cago. 


Loutzenheiser also said the ne- 
gotiating of the bonds and their 
sale was placed without the prior 
approval of the budget board. He 
said this results in the collection 
of approximately $12 million in 
excess interest.

HE ADDED that coupled with
